Astronomers are on the watch for 
two comets, both discovered many de 
gades ago, which speeding over their 
rather uncertain courses through the 
skies, are about due for reappear- 
ance.

One of. these interesting visitors | 
is Di Vico’s “long period” comet of 
1846, popularly known as the Mexi- 
can War comet because just on’ the 
outbreak of that conflict it was ob 
served by Profesdsr; W. ©. Bond, of 
the Harvard Observatory, on Feb. 26, 
1846. Professor FF; .Di Vico, of 
Rome, also fOund the comet indepen- 
dently with his: telescope, two days| 
later; and because he officially re: 
corded its coming, his fellow astrono- 
mers have given it his name. 

‘Professor Di. Vico observed his 
comet godson for two months, when 
it passed from view. It was reckon- 
ed that it would reappear. in 75.71 
years, with a “period of uncertainty” 
of three years: In 1919 it was 
‘within 300,000,000 miles of the earth;

The University of Chicago has come 
into possession of the oldest, specimen 
of a highly developed plant ‘ever dis- 
covered in America, or the rest of the 
world, according to Dr. Aloph C€, Noe, 
professor of palebotany.

prevent plants from carbonizing.
